RISING 

STAR 

John Boyega, the calm, collected kid from 
Peckham has gone interstellar since 
his leading role in Star Wars

B ack in 1977, Interview 
magazine spoke to Mark 
Hamill, a relative unknown who 
was about to be known by 
everyone, for ever, as Luke Skywalker 
- the virginal farmer with a complicated 
past who fights for freedom wielding a 
deadly strip light. The star of the latest 
Star Wars was even less known, but this, 
of course, all changed overnight when 
Star Wars: The Force Awakens was 
released late last year. 

John Boyega was bom in Peckham 
in 1992, to Nigerian parents who had 
emigrated to Britain in the 1980s. His 
father is a minister and his mother takes 
care of the disabled, yet out of such 
serious jobs came a son who wanted 
only to make-believe. His one big 
previous film was the excellent council- 
estate alien-fighting horror comedy 
Attack the Block , a Bafta-nominated 
movie that did surprisingly well in the 
US, despite its tricky London slang. To 
most, though, he was unknown. 

He didn’t tell his parents about the 
Star Wars auditions, despite a seven- 
month process, and says his dad was in 
the bathroom when he was told the big 
news, dressed only in vest and pyjama 
trousers. ‘And he said,’ Boyega begins, 
putting on his dad’s heavy Nigerian 
accent, with some exaggerated finger¬ 
pointing, ‘“I knew it! I knew it! Well 
done, well done, well done.” I don’t 
know why he said that.’ And Mum? 

‘She didn’t understand the concept. She 
was, like, “Oh, OK. That’s good.””. 

When Abrams’ cast was first shown 
to the world, some of the reaction to its 
male lead was, to be kind, negative; to 
be blunt, completely racist. ‘This guy is 
not representative of Star Wars culture at 
all,’ moaned one of the milder trolls, and 
such complaints led the actor to post on 
his Instagram account: ‘To whom it may 
concern... Get used to it.’ 

It isn’t as if his character, Finn, is a 
historical figure, or even Johnny Storm 
- a traditionally white Fantastic Four 
hero played by the black actor Michael 
B Jordan last summer, to similar 
blinkered disapproval. Finn is a totally 
made-up person who has always been 
black. Saying it’s wrong is like saying 
a pair of jeans shouldn’t be blue. ‘I don’t 
know where those mentalities come > 
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...there are ways to challenge it

from, as I wasn’t raised like that,’ 

Boyega says of such detractors. ‘I can’t 
involve myself in that mentality. For 
most of us, it’s weird. It’s strange... It’s 
not a normal thing to think like that.’ 

This is Boyega at his most passionate 
and natural, how I guess he is with his 
friends; independent, thoughtful, slightly 
superior. It is how he is, too, when I ask 
what it was like knowing Damilola 
Taylor as a kid, a question I’d based on 
an article about him that said he grew up 
on the same tough estate as the murdered 
schoolboy. He shakes 
his head. He didn’t 
know him at all, and 
wants to split fact from 
rumour. ‘I’m not the 
media,’ he says, 
frowning. ‘I don’t 
control what people 
say, but it was a Telegraph article, and 
this woman decided to write that I lived 
opposite Damilola Taylor - and I think 
it’s disgusting. The kid’s dead. He’s been 
dead for years. What has that got to do 
with anything that I’m doing?’ 

Peckham, he adds, where he and 
Taylor grew up, is a big place. ‘It’s too 
complicated to get into the 
whole tough-estate thing,’ 
he says, not tetchy, but 
resigned. ‘It’s just boring, 
but I’m not representing 
that, because it’s not my 
story. I went to the theatre 
growing up, and to 
Westminster City for 
secondary school, and was 
commuting from Peckham. 

My estate wasn’t tough. To 
this day, it isn’t tough. We 
used to draw a square on the 
brick wall and play 
penalties. What makes me 
laugh is when people say, 

“Oh my gosh, it’s tough.” 

What’s tough? I don’t know 
what was tough about it.’ 

So why would such stories 
run? ‘I just think it’s easy.’ 

Anyway, Peckham, 

Westminster, bad road or 
good, it’s all a long way 
from Los Angeles, where he 
found himself in 2011 at the 
time of Attack the Block , 


and a chance meeting with Abrams and 
Tom Cruise, who were working on a 
Mission: Impossible together. Abrams 
knew who he was and said, ‘I am going 
to get you in something.’ Did Cruise say 
anything? ‘Nothing... I mean, Cruise 
can’t do much for me.’ Boyega laughs a 
deep and long chuckle beyond his years. 

Much about Boyega already seems so 
media-trained. (Or, specifically, Disney- 
trained: heaven forfend that it risk its 
huge investment in George Lucas’ Star 
Wars goldmine.) When asked about his 
audition tape, for 
instance, he says he 
wanted to introduce 
some of ‘the charm of 
the old movies’, a line 
spun by just about 
everyone who worked 
on the film. 

A story all his own, though, is what 
happened the day he got the part. He was 
in Catford playing video games at a 
friend’s house when Abrams contacted 
him. He told the director that he was on 
his way to Greenwich to an art gallery. 

It was a lie. Why? ‘I was, like, is this 
guy ringing because he wants to give me

the part, or to let me down slowly? If 
I tell him I’m already en route to my 
location, perhaps he’ll be, like, “You 
know what? You didn’t get the part.’” 

Instead, Abrams asked the actor to 
come and see him in Mayfair. Boyega 
caught a taxi and filmed himself on his 
phone the whole way. What were you 
saying? ‘I was just looking, as I knew it 
was a moment I needed to film. It was 
either going to be a horrible memory or 
something I could look at and go, “That 
was a few minutes before getting the 
news.’” So how much was this taxi? 

‘I think it was £70.1 
emptied out my account.’ 

When he reached 
Abrams, he was quizzed 
about his family. The 
director wanted to know 
about support systems, ‘to 
know exactly what’s going 
to happen when this fame, 
or whatever, comes’. He and 
his parents passed the test. 

Finally, I ask, did Lucas 
tell you that day - or do you 
know now - if you’re in 
any more Star Wars films? 
(A sequel is set for 2017 and 
a spin-off called Rogue One 
is out this year.) T don’t 
know,’ he says, smiling. 
‘They keep me out of the 
loop, you see.’

W hen an 88-year-old water 
main burst on Half Moon 
Lane in Heme Hill in 
August 2013, the impact on 
the area, its homes and businesses was 
devastating. Where independent traders 
had once thrived, several closed 
permanently, and for the rest, the 
stmggle to get back on their feet was 
tough. Local landmark the Half Moon 
pub is still to reopen. But one thing that 
emerged from the devastation was a 
sense of community spirit that other 
parts of London can only dream of. 

Taking a stroll around SE24, it’s easy 
to see why its residents are so proud of 
their area - independent traders thrive, 


weekends see buzzy scenes as locals 
cram onto seats outside gastropub 
stalwart the Florence, while newcomer 
Milkwood Kitchen & Bar has become 
the place to head for brunch (it also has 
a 20-seat boutique cinema club in the 
basement). And then there’s craft 
brewery Bullfinch, and Canopy - 
a microbrewery with tap room under 
a railway arch on Norwood Road.

community, although the journey 
up to this point has been 
controversial. Peter Blair, who 
heads up the Save the Half Moon 
campaign, has been battling to 
ensure this happens: 4 7,500 
people signed our change.org 
petition to save the music venue at the 
Half Moon, including local actor Mark 
Rylance and singer Paul Young,’ he says. 
‘Music has been an integral part of local 
people’s experience of the pub. U2 
played here three times in 1980, while 
La Roux made her singing debut here at 
an open mic night aged 17.’ 

Speaking to the Evening Standard 
about the situation, La Roux made her 
feelings perfectly clear: ‘The pub is the 
centre of Heme Hill. Who knows what 
would have happened if I hadn’t come 
down here. If the developers want to 
make a success of the pub going forward 
then they need to listen to local people.’ 

‘We failed in our objection to the 
planning application in April,’ continues 
Peter, ‘which means that the famous 
stage at the Half Moon will be 
demolished to make way for a kitchen 
and dining space. However, we did win 
an important concession to retain the 
back room as a flexible space, which 
offers the possibility of hosting live 
music and comedy in the future.’ 

Proof that Heme Hill’s sense of 
community is stronger than ever. 


No small part of the 
area’s lure is Brockwell 
Park, the glorious 125- 
acre space that not only 
serves as a recreational 
facility, but houses some 
great schemes such as 
Brockwell Park Community 
Greenhouses, a local horticulture charity. 
The Lambeth Country Show (which 
returns on 16-17 July) has long been a 
great vehicle to showcase the park: from 
craft tents to live music, farm animals to 
all-day dancing in the sunshine, the event 
- now in its 42nd year - perfectly 
encapsulates the diversity of Heme Hill, 
as well as attracting a raft of visitors, 
an obvious plus for local traders. 

The lido further affirms Brockwell’s 
status as one of London’s premier parks. 
Taking a dip in the sunny splendour of 
south London on a hot day is a privilege 
reserved for those who live close enough 
to get there in time to beat the almost 
permanent summer queues. A coveted 
pool-side table at The Lido Cafe on a 
balmy evening is the type of thing that 
alfresco dining dreams are made of 
(more of that on page 64).

‘Kitchens are the hub of the house and 
we find our clients tend to allocate 
a healthy proportion of their budgets to 
them,’ says Gary, who estimates that 
kitchen work accounts for around 60 per 
cent of the company’s commissions. 

In this modem five-bedroom house, 
the main challenge was the sheer scale 
of the space - 7.5m x 6m of dedicated 
kitchen, extending a further 7m into 
living area. ‘With such a big room, there 
are probably ten different ways it could 
be designed, so scaling was the biggest 
challenge for us,’ says Gary. ‘With a 
room so substantial, you need to take 
care that what you put in looks right in 
the space. We oversized every unit 
including the framework in order to 
create a kitchen that complements the 
room perfectly.’ 

Gary describes the contemporary feel 
of the kitchen as a ‘unique style that will 
stand the test of time.’ Built using solid 
timber oak framework and dovetailed 
drawer boxes, the flush ‘in frame’ doors 
with a mix of handles give the kitchen its 
modem feel while stained black walnut 
brings a more traditional touch. 

The company also fitted out a study, 
utility room and dressing room in the 
house - the latter of which also posed 
scaling challenges. The owners opted for 
floor-to-ceiling oak units made with flush

dark stained oak doors - a whopping 
18 in total - in the 7.5m x 4.5m room. 
‘Allowing for that many tall units in 
such a dark finish, we had to be careful 
not to block out all of the light.’ That 
was avoided by creating 
a large dressing table 
area with oversized 
mirrors on the two 
window returns to 
bounce the light around 
the room. ‘This gave 
us the best possible 
starting point 
in order to create a light, spacious and 
inviting area to live in,’ says Gary. 

A curved desk at one end of the 
dressing room offsets the symmetry 
of the space, while a cushioned island 
with drawers beneath - handy for 
storing clothes and shoes - was built 
as a centrepiece and focal point. 

Both the dressing room and the 
kitchen are symmetrical - a feature that 
made the job particularly enjoyable for 
Gary. ‘It’s rare to get spaces this size 
with a completely symmetrical elevation, 


but they always look great when they’re 
finished,’ he says. 

Everything was made in the 
company’s Kent workshop, which has 
around 20 carpenters working alongside 
a team of designers and draftspeople and 
ten full-time fitters, so 
the company is able to 
see the entire process 
through from design 
to finish. 

‘Even when we’re 
building something 
contemporary, we 
always use traditional techniques and solid 
wood,’ says Gary. ‘It’s what people love 
about a quality handmade kitchen. And if 
you build something in that way using 
quality materials, it’s going to last you a 
good 30 years.’ 

Perhaps that explains the trend for 
mixing old with new. After all, if you 
want your kitchen to grow old gracefully, 
a classic twist will never look outdated...

I ’m not sure if it was the 
creamy garlic compote or 
the burnt meringue and 
coconut ice cream dessert 
that really fired my taste buds, 
but one thing’s for sure - the 
food at this East Dulwich pop-up 
concept is seriously good. 

Despite the current trend for 
‘pop ups’ and their temporary 
nature, Platform 1, with it’s 
relaxed vibe and pretty garden, is 
here to stay. Local resident and 
owner Chloe Gounder-Forbes is 
a discerning ‘foodie’ with a real 
passion for, as she puts it, ‘fine dining 
in trainers’. 

The restaurant operates on a four-month 
kitchen rotation providing a ‘platform’ for 
up-and-coming chefs to showcase their food. 
Lucky for us that Chilean chef Marcelo 
Henriquez of ONA Chilean Kitchen was 
cooking the night we were dining and his 
five-course tasting menu didn’t disappoint. 

First up was a single scallop coated in a 
parmesan crust with crisped onions, followed by 
chargrilled prawns and Marie Rose salsa with 
just the right amount of kick. The combination 
of complementing textures was the essence of 
both dishes alongside careful cooking of the 
seafood. Tenderly cooked mackerel on a fresh 
herb salsa with that unctuous garlic compote 
came next and tasted surprisingly moreish.

Food this good needs well 
chosen wine and Chloe’s choice 
of rare and indigenous grape 
varieties was spot-on. With 
helpful headings on the wine 
list to steer you towards your 
preferred taste, our German 
Riesling was delicious alongside 
all three courses. 

Slow cooked lamb was 
course number four with my vegetarian 
option of chargrilled aubergine on a bed 
of volcano paste boasting smokey overtones. 
Chloe explained that the distinctive charred 
flavours were the result of using different 
woods on the fire pit. A delightful Pinot 
Noir from the Languedoc region went well 
with this course. 

Sweet cubes of sponge cake soaked in 
evaporated and condensed milk with burnt 
meringue and coconut ice cream was my 
favourite dessert. A chocolate candied orange 
ganache with orange liqueur jelly and orange 
caramel came a close second. Thank goodness 
this ‘pop up’ is here to stay!

fingers. To achieve this, you must 
vigorously whisk the eggs and sugar 
over simmering water until the 
mixture is thick and pale and 
forms ribbons when trailed A 
from the whisk. 


I wasn’t sure whether to call this 
dessert a tiramisu or a trifle. 
Tiramisu means ‘pick-me-up’, 
on account of the strong coffee it 
contains, but my recipe doesn’t contain 
coffee. It’s not really a trifle either as 
there is no jelly or custard. What a 
conundrum! Summer berry trifle? 
Summer berry tiramisu? 

Take your pick, safe 
in the knowledge 


you’ll be 
offending the 
aficionados 
either way. 

Coffee aside, 
the method for 
this dessert is 
much closer to 
a tiramisu than a 
trifle. The key to this 
dish is a light and airy 
sabayon that keeps its structure after it 
is layered with the sponge fingers. To 
achieve this, you must vigorously 
whisk the eggs and sugar over 
simmering water until the mixture is 
thick and pale and forms ribbons when 
trailed from the whisk. 

This is called the ribbon stage; the 
pale colour a result of all the air you 
have arduously incorporated. At this 
stage the egg is lightly cooked so you 
can remove it from the heat. It’s vital 
that you continue whisking until it’s 
completely cool. This will ensure your 
feather-light foam doesn’t now 
collapse. That’s the tricky part over. 

The rest is child’s play, I promise.

SUMMER BERRY TIRAMISU WITH ALMONDS 


• Serves: 4 

• Preparation time: 30 minutes 

• Cooking time: 2 hours 

150ml Pimm's 
UOg caster sugar 
175g strawberries, halved 
175g raspberries 
175g blackberries 
175g blueberries 
1 tsp cassis 
6 eggs 

150g caster sugar 

500g mascarpone 

50g white chocolate, melted 

150ml cream 

40 savoiadi biscuits 

50g flaked almonds 

50g white chocolate, shaved 

Extra berries to garnish 


1 Heat the Pimm's and cassis 
with 11 Og of caster sugar, 
add the fruit and simmer for 

2 minutes. Strain, keeping 
the syrup. 

2 Soak the savoiadi biscuits 
in the syrup until they are 
moist but not collapsing. 

3 Whisk the eggs with 150g 
of caster sugar in a large 
metal bowl suspended over 
a pot of simmering water until 
pale and thick. 

4 Remove from the heat and 
continue to whisk until cool. 

5 Lightly whip the cream. 

6. Beat the mascarpone, stir 
in the melted white 
chocolate and then fold 
in the cream. 


7 Mix 1 /3 of the sabayon 
into the mascarpone cream. 
Gently fold in the rest. 

8 Now assemble the tiramisu 
in a suitable sized lasagne 
type dish. Start with a layer 
of sponge fingers, then a 
scattering of the lightly 
cooked fruit, then spread 
over a layer of the 
mascarpone sabayon. 
Repeat with another layer 
of sponge fingers, fruit and 
mascarpone. 

9 Cover with cling film and 
chill for at least 6 hours to set. 
Overnight is better. 

10 Serve topped with fresh 
berries, toasted almonds and 
shavings of white chocolate.

A LIGHT TOUCH 

Trish Lesslie tries out cranio-sacral therapy 
at the Little Escape in Crystal Palace 


C ranio-sacral therapy; it’s a tricky one. There’s 
plenty of anecdotal evidence to support the 
benefits of this holistic therapy, but scientific 
proof is pretty scant. 

Advocates claim the treatment, which mainly 
involves the light holding of the skull and sacrum, 
supports the body’s ability to heal itself. It’s billed as 
a natural, safe and effective alternative therapy 
intended to relieve pain and tension. The gentle 
manipulations of the skull are said to rebalance the 
circulatory rhythm of the fluid that surrounds and 
cushions the brain and spinal cord. It’s even claimed it 
can release ‘memories of trauma’ held in the body. 

At the Little Escape in Crystal Palace, a light-filled 
oasis of tranquillity tucked away in 
a mews off Westow Street, the 
treatment is offered by Gabrielle 
McNaughton, a yoga teacher and 
former dancer with tons of 
qualifications and years 
of experience in CST. 

Following an in-depth 
consultation (which felt 
a little like a counselling 
session - in a good 
way), I popped myself 
on a massage couch in 
the spacious treatment 
room and simply 
relaxed for an hour 
while Gabrielle ‘tuned 
in’, applying light 
touches to my feet, 
shoulders, neck, head 
and sacrum. 

I was rather surprised 
to feel tingling waves 


coursing up my legs to the crown of my head - energy 
release, according to Gabrielle. I also felt surges of 
cold, as if my blood had suddenly been chilled. Most 
remarkably, I started seeing kaleidoscopic bursts of 
colour under my closed eyelids and felt a throbbing 
on the side of my head - exactly in the spot where I’d 
suffered a traumatic head injury a couple of years ago. 

Whether these were signs of my body healing itself 
or simply my brain working overtime I couldn’t say, 
but I certainly found it a soothing experience. There’s 
a lot to be said for taking time out in an otherwise 
busy day to lie on a couch for an hour, but Gabrielle’s 
light touches under my shoulders, neck and temples 
felt pleasantly nurturing. If anyone has the gift of 
healing, I’d put my money on 
softly-spoken Gabrielle, whose very 
presence oozes caring and kindness. 

I felt wiped out and a little 
discombobulated when I got off the 
couch; spacey but positive. Areas 
where I usually experience aches 
and pains felt worse for a few days 
following the session, 
before feeling better 
than they had for a 
very long time. That 
could easily be written 
off as some kind of 
placebo affect, but 
thanks to Gabrielle, 
this cynic could 
become a believer...

TIME 

Why are SATs getting so much 
negative publicity ?

W e have all seen the 

headlines over the past few 
months and worried about 
the impact of testing on 
young children. SATs papers have been 
leaked, parents have protested, and 
teachers have been calling on the 
government to change the way we assess 
children in primary school. Is it right to 
test young children? 

And, if it is, how do 
you reduce the 
pressure on children 
so they continue to 
enjoy going to school? 

Whether your child 
is at a local primary 
school or you are 
thinking of putting them into an 
independent prep school, then Year 2 can 
be a particularly busy time. In state 
schools, all children will be expected to 
take Standard Assessment Tests (SATs) 
at the end of Year 2 , and then again in 
Year 6 and Year 9 . Those looking to 
enter a top prep school (predominantly 
boys’ schools) may have to sit the 7 + 
assessment in Year 2 to gain entry into 
their new school in Year 3 (aged 7 - 8 ). 


What are SATs? 

The Year 2 SATs are based on the Key 
Stage 1 National Curriculum and are 
taken in May, covering maths, reading 
and writing. This was the first year of the 
new rigorous tests and many parents and 
schools have already protested that they 
have been too hard, putting unnecessary 
pressure on children. 

What is the 7+? 

The 7 + is an 
admissions process 
used by a number of 
top prep schools to 
assess students in Year 
2 ahead of entry into a 
selective preparatory 
school in Year 3 . The admissions process 
will vary from school to school, but you 
can expect your child to be tested in 
maths and English and, sometimes, 
verbal and non-verbal reasoning. Your 
child will also have a short interview, 
possibly with the Head. 

We often get asked whether children 
are too young for tutoring for exams in 
primary school and our answer is always 
the same: it depends on your child. The 
7 + is a highly competitive 
exam and so it’s important 
that your child feels ready 
and confident to take on the 
challenge, both 
academically and also in 
terms of their maturity. 
Exam technique, including 
timing and understanding 
questions, is vital for your 
child to perform well so 
experience of sitting 
practice exam papers will 
be useful. The structure of

both state and independent school exams 
are likely to change over the next few 
years, but by embedding a love of 
learning from a young age, you are 
providing your children with the tools 
to tackle any academic challenge 
with confidence.

Akwasi Duodu of Sterling & Law outlines the seven major 
pitfalls to avoid when it comes to your finances 


1 Paying only the minimum payment 
on your credit card every month 

Some credit cards allow you to pay just 1% 
of your balance plus interest, or £5 per month, 
whichever is the higher. This can be tempting 
to the inexperienced, especially if you owe 
thousands. But consistently paying the minimum 
on your credit card is a terrible mistake. In an 
example shown on Sterling & Law's website, 
someone took 29 years to pay off a £3,000 bill

2 Not joining your employer’s 
pension scheme

6 Always going for the cheapest option

7 Refusing to seek advice

Ravensboume at what is now Deptford 
Bridge. Currently, the Ravensboume 
flows under the A2 at roughly the same 
spot as the DLR crosses over it. The 
point where the river becomes tidal, as it 
heads into the Thames, is known as 



Deptford Creek - an area steeped in 
history with an unrivalled community 
feel and a neighbourhood that is certainly 
on the up. 

Deptford experienced severe economic 
decline during the 20 th century due to the 
closing of the docks and bomb damage 
sustained during the Second World War. 
High levels of unemployment caused 
a sizeable portion of the population to 
move away as riverside industries closed 
down in the late 1960s and early 1970s. 


Over recent years, however, Deptford 
Creek and the surrounding area has 
undergone massive regeneration and the 
project is still ongoing today. 

Many of the derelict dockyard 
buildings are now gone, having been 
replaced by modem apartment blocks 
with on-site facilities and river views.

Old versus new 

New-build or period property? Gaiy O’Hare 
of Streets Ahead weighs up the options 


N ew-build or established property? It's 
a choice most people instinctively 
make before they even start looking 
for a new home. 

In most cases it's simply a question of taste. 
You either like the clean, modern lines of 
a newly-built property, or you prefer the 
character and space so often offered by an 
older home. But before you start scanning the 
property listings in your preferred area, here 
are a few facts to ponder, because there's 
more than the obvious to think about when it 
comes to choosing between that brand-new 
penthouse and a grand Victorian semi. 

We all know the nation needs more homes, 
particularly for first-time buyers. With this in 
mind, the Government has offered attractive 
financial incentives to help people get onto 
the property ladder, especially if they are 
buying a new-build home, so there are 
frequently incentives and help available for 
those purchasers who buy new. However new- 
builds aren't always the cheapest option. Just 
like buying a new car, new homes are often 
initially more expensive just because everything 
is brand new, so the value can first go down 
before it starts to appreciate. 

On the plus side, new homes offer buyers 
many advantages. They are generally on sale 
at a fixed price so you know what you're going 
to have to pay from the start. Smart new-build 
properties also provide a blank canvas when it 
comes to decoration, but you can also just 
move in straight after completion if you don't 
want to bother making any changes first. 

A new property is also likely to have the 



latest spec in fixtures and fittings, plus, being 
new, these homes tend to be easier to 
maintain. They are energy efficient so fuel bills 
and running costs are cheaper and they 
usually come with a 10 year NHBC guarantee 
as well as a shorter builders warranty. 

Crucially, they are 'chain-free' so there's no 
risk of being gazumped or the seller pulling out 
at the last minute because their own purchase 
has fallen through. 

Among the cons of buying new, new-builds 
can lack the character of older properties, 
room sizes and gardens can be smaller and, 
as mentioned, values can go down before 
they go up. While most mortgage providers 
like new-builds, some might only offer lower 
loan-to-value (LTV) mortgages because of 
the initially high purchase price. 

If you are first on the site to move in, you 
could face a period of disruption while the 
other homes are completed. You may also 
have to deal with snagging issues, such 
as scratched worktops or sticky doors. 

Buyers of older homes are often attracted 
to their character and the greater space they 
tend to offer. They are generally in established 
communities with local amenities like shops 
and schools in place. They can be quite solidly 
built with attractive original features and often 
offer more space with higher ceilings and 
established gardens. It's also often easier to 
negotiate the price with the seller of an 
established property than with the vendor of a 
new home, plus any scope for extending and 
modernising can help you make more money 
on your purchase more quickly. 


On the negative side, it can take more work 
and money to put your stamp on an older 
home, plus it could need rewiring, re-plumbing, 
or even a new roof, which can be expensive. 

You also might find you are competing with 
many other buyers, which can result in a 
bidding war. Even if you have the winning bid, 
you could get gazumped up until exchange 
of contracts. Established homes can also have 
higher maintenance and running costs due 
to poor insulation, for example. 

Of course, if you have done your homework, 
you can bid on a new-build or established 
property with confidence. Doing your research, 
checking home surveys and warranties and 
employing professionals to process your search 
and purchase will help to ensure you know 
what you are buying.
